The only contest in the political 
arena in Narberth centers around the 
Borough Council. Three members, 
William H. Fretz, Clifford W. Bates 
and Edward S. Haws, are all candi- 
dates for re-election, while John A. 
Mowrer, Jr., is also a candidate. 

Mr. Mowrer, a resident of Montgom- 
ery Avenue, is supposed to have the 
backing of the group which advocated 
a change in the zoning on that street 
to include it in a business district. 
While Councilmen are elected at large 
from the borough, he is looked on as 
the candidate in opposition to Mr. 
Bates, whom it was known opposed 
any zoning change on Montgomery 
Avenue.

How Long to Swim 

At this season of the year the call of the water is irresistible. 
Unfortunately, too many show poor judgment when they go swim- 
ming. Carl Easton Williams, noted physical culture and health expert, 
suggests that "a little cold water is a wonderful thing. It is bracing, it 
accelerates breathing, promotes oxygenation, tones up nerves and does a 
few more little things like that — if you don't overdo it.

Postal Rates to Canada 

• to Rise September 1st 

Main Line and Bala-Cynwyd post- 
masters have called attention of resi- 
dents to an increase in postal rates 
effective September 1 to Canada and 
Newfoundland, including Labrador. 
The rate will now be 3 cents per 
ounce or fraction thereof on letters and 
two cents on postcards. The air mail 
rates to these places will be 6 cents 
for the first ounce or fraction thereof 
and 10 cents for each additional ounce 
or fraction thereof. 

Commencing September 1, the in- 
ternational rates of postage will also 
be applicable on letters and post cards 
mailed in the United States and ad- 
dressed for delivery in Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland and the Irish 
Free State. This is 5 cents on letters 
for the first ounce or fraction thereof 
and 3 cents for each additional ounce 
or fraction thereof. The rate on post 
cards will be 3 cents.
